States, and especially in the Miss- 
issippi Delta area, 4,.6 and even 
S-row planters and tillage equip- 
ment account for the biggest per- 
centage of dealers’ sales.

Florida state and local govern- 
ments together collected $1,375,- 
600,000.in taxes and fees during 
the fiscal year 1962, a 9 per cent 
gain over the previous year com- 
pared with a 7 per cent increase 
throughout the nation, the Florida. 
State Chamber of Commerce re- 
ported yesterday in its Weekly 
Business Review. E 

"Collections of taxes, fees dnd 
licenses by any .agency of the 
state and by all. counties, 
districts and cities -are "includ- 
ed in this figure’, the , Review 
Pointed out. “Only by lumping 
state and all local collections to- 
gether can state by state compari- 
sons be made because of differ- 
ences in tax structures. Measured 
in this way, Florida’s total was 
tenth largest among the 50 states. 

"Although state - local totals 
were greater in nine states other 
than Florida, 27 states had higher 
taxes than Florida on a per capita 
basis. By dividing collections .by 
population, the average for each 
Florida resident was $253 . last 
year. This figure was 5 per cent. 
more than in 1961 compared with 
a national gain of 6 per cent. 

"Not included in the . Florida 
total was a sum of $165,800,000 re- 
turned by the federal government 
‘to state and local agencies for ex- 
penditureg through them. (This ;s 
in addítion to direct federal spend- 
dng on rivers, harbors, military es- 
tablishments and the like in Flor- 
ida.) 

"State - local expenditures in 
Florida last year, including both 
.their own collections and federal 
funds. amounted to $1,536,000,000, 
a gain of 3 per cent over. the pre- 
vious year while -the nationwide 
figure increased 6 per. cent A 
small portion of collections in 
Florida were invested, making: the

Unique Study To 
Tell Of Unfrozen 
Ready-To-Eat Food 


The State Board of Health has | 
just begun a unique study in un- | 


frozen ready-to-eat food sanitation 
processes which could be used 
throughout the United States to 
reduce possibilities of food poison- 
ing. 

The three-year research will 
center among a limited number of 
Duval County food processing con- 
cerns which produce approximate- 
ly 4,000,000 pounds of mayonnaise- 
type foods annually. 

Dr. Nathan J. Schneider, direct- 
or of the board’s Bureau of Lab- 
oratories, and A. W. Morrison, Jr., 
director of the board’s Division of 


"Sanitation, will be in charge of the 


project with the assistance of Dr. 
E. R. Smith,, Jacksonville city 
health officer. It is sponsored by 
the U. S. Public Health Service. 

Dr. Schneider. said “Foods which 
are heat treated after packaging 
are as nearly germ-free as is pos- 
sible but this.may not necessarily 
be true of foods not subject to final 
heat treatment. 

“These ready-to-eat foods such 
sand- 
wich fillings and similar items con- 
tain various combinations of high- 
ly perishable ingredients, many of 
which can support rapid growth of 
bacteria which may cause various 
types of food poisoning. ' 

“Some of the ingredients are 
prepared raw and so any combina- 
tion could be carried over into the 
finished products. Others, al- 
though heated to tempetures ap- 
proaching, sterility, are. handled 
after cooking and thus are subject 
to combination. There is rarely an 
attempt to sterlize or pasteurize 
these foods in their final combined 
forms. In all instances, a signifi- 
cant period of time elapse between 
processing and use by the consüm- 


er”
